tectives W. E. Petty and H. F. 
Brown, were questioned at lensth 
last night, and named nine resi- 
dences burglarized last week. 

“We have been in so many 
homes we can’t remember all of 
them.” detectives quoted one of 
the Negro boys as saying. 

In the burglaries committed 
during the past week, the Negroes 
admitted obtaining several hun- 
Gres dollars in cash and jewelry 
valued at nearly $500. 

Their -richest haul of the week, 
detectives said, was at the home 
of J. M. Woodall, 848 Dill avenue, 
S. W., where $25 in cash and a 
diamond pin valued at $250, were 
taken.

tives said the boys admitted enter- 
ing during the week, were:

In Unison Today 


Everybody in Georgia is operating on the same time today, and 
there is supposed to be no more confusion between places operating 
on Central War Time and Eastern War Time.

Those Georgians who operated 
on Eastern War Time had to turn 
their clocks back an hour—theo- 
retically at 2 a. m. this morning— 
to get on the right schedule; and 
those who had been on Central 
War Time just left their clocks 
alone. 

When the nation went on a war 
time basis, the Georgia legislature 
permitted any locality to shift 
from Eastern War Time to Central 
War Time if it wanted to, with

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CIO pickets were withdrawn 


ftemporarily last night from the 


Whitifg, Indiana refinery of the 
Standard Oil Company, of In- 
diana, United Press reported 
earlier a state guard unit had been 
alerted to combat violence at the 
plant. 

The pickets were withdrawn at 
11 p. m. (CWT) by union offi- 
cials who ordered the striking 
members of local 210 of the Oil 
Workers International Union to re- 
port immediately at the Oil Work- 
ers Hall in Hammond, Ind., seven 
miles away. 

Standard Oil was reported to 
be calling its workers back to 
work on the midnight shift. The 
Standard employes, members of an 
independent union, had been pre- 
vented from entering the refinery 
by a cordon of pickets surround- 
ing the plant. 

Mayor James McNamara last 
night had told Gov. Gates that 
“law and order” was breaking 
down in Whiting. 

The United Press said’ several 
small battles had broken out as 
the pickets, armed with clubs and 
using their fists, had routed re- 
finery workers trying to enter the 
massive plant. 

At least three men were in- 
jured, though not seriously, Mayor 
McNamara declared a state of 
emergency and said his police 
force could not manage the mass 
of humanity that was jammed 
around and in the neighborhood of 
the plant, last refinery operating 
in the Calumet river industrial 
area which supplies Chicago with 
most of its oil products. The union 
announced at Hammond, Ind., 
the Whiting plant, where 5,500 in- 
dependent unionists have voted to 
go on strike, has been “completely 
shut down.” 

Spokesmen for Schwellenbach 
denied a report that President 
Truman was considering appealing 
to oil workers and employers and 
inviting the opposing forces to a 
White House parley.

GI-German ‘Love’ Puzzle for Eisenhower 


By OTTO ZAUSMER ¢they are only too anxious to go 


MUNICH, Sept. 29.—(NANA)— 
Americans here are upset -nd con- 
fused over the problem of what 
happens when American boy 
meets German girl. 

There is no way of telling just 
how many soldiers are determined 
to marry frauleins. One promi- 
nent American, who is supposed 
to see most applications for mar- 
riage, told me today he had seen 
some 14 in the 3rd Army area. 

No officer I have met has indi- 
cated that he or any of his friends 
wanted to marry a German, bu 
quite a few enlisted men ex- 
pressed the desire. Others said 
that they were not in love with 
German girls, but that they would 
not hesitate if they were in love 
with them, because girls are alike 
the world over. 

Almost all. churchmen—Ameri- 
can and German—with whom I 
talked the matter over, were in- 
different or in favor of such mar- 
riages and they expected the Army 
to “melt,” as one said. 


One high-ranking American 
churchman declared he could well 
understand the boys’ attitude, be- 
cause German girls are healthy 
looking, good cooks, excellent 
housewives, know how to sew and 
don’t expect too much. They are 
not “spoiled.” 

Our nurses and WACs were not 
so tolerant. They disapproved 
even of the. idea. They said they 
had seen enough of the Germans 
to make it impossible for them to 
be interested in any male German 
and they could not see how Ameri- 
can boys could be interested in 
German girls. 


One nurse made a point, which 
an adjutant general repeated 
later, independently. Said _ she, 
“The old combat troops. will 
hardly want to marry frauleins, 
but those youngsters, who have 
come over here lately and have 
not seen. much of -the behavior 
of the Germans .befdre the fight- 
ing ceased; fall more easily for 
the German girls. 

“There is another point, too. 
I know that many boys complain 
that we and the WACs do not go 
out with them often enough. 
True, but we are usually so tired 
we just don’t feel like dancing 
or dating. The German girls do 
not work much these days and 


Particularly 
because there are few German 
youths around.

Most Americans I have met dis- 
approve of marriages between 
U. S. Army personnel and frau- 
leins, but only those who are 
emotionally involved get really 
hot about it. 

As things stand now, American 
soldiers cannot marry German 
girls without Gen, Eisenhower’s 
personal approval, and this has 
not been given in any case yet. 

Most people expect that the big 
rush is yet to come. 


The main point of the problem 
is a principle of international law. 
It stipulates that since the ca- 
pacity to marry is governed by 
the law of the country of the for- 
eigner, the registrar has to satisfy 
himself that, in accordance with 
the law to which the foreigner is 
subject, there are no impediments 
to the marriage. The law pre- 
scribes that the foreigner shall 
submit a certificate issued 
by the authority of his country 
confirming his qualifications to 
marry. The lawmakers also proved 
that a religious ceremony not pre- 
ceded or followed by a civil law 
marriage is of no effect; a mar- 
riage not concluded before a reg- 
istrar is nonexistent in law. 

High-ranking United States 
Army officials are fully aware of 
that, and agreed that a soldier 
might well find a clergyman in a 
little village not knowing what 
the regulations are and willing to 
perform the religious ceremony. 

In such a case German authori- 
ties would have to recognize the 
marriage as concluded after the 
couple has lived together for six 
months. The marriage. would not 
be recognized outside Germany, 
neither would the girl acquire any 
right of a soldier’s wife. However, 
both clergyman and soldier might 


provides that a priest or minister 
shall serve three or four months 
in jail if he fails to act accord- 
ing to the stipulations set forth 
above, and the soldier, by violat- 
ing the acts of war, would be lia- 
ble to maximum penalty of six 
months’ confinement and loss of 
two-thirds of his pay. Even so, 
Army and church officials agree 
that such violations may occur in 
isolated instances.

Turn Out 


Germans, 
Ike Told

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29—(UP) 
President Truman tonight made 
public a report on the condition of 


Jews in Germany and Austria 
which charged that American Mil- 
itary Government forces “appear 
to be treating the Jews as the 
Nazis treated them.” 


Simultaneously, he released a 
letter to Gen. Eisenhower order 
ing him to “clean up” the report- 
ed conditions and to turn Ger 
mans out of their homes, if neces- 
sary, to get the Jewish survivors 
of Nazism out of filthy concentra- 
tion camps. 


The letter and the report re 
vealed that Mr. Truman has ap- 
pealed to British Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee to open up Pales- 
tine for the emigration of the re 
maining estimated 100,000 Jews in 
Germany and Austria. 

The White House said the Presi- 
dent’s letter to Attlee would be 
released as soon as an answer is 
received. Reports from London 
indicated that the British govern- 
ment will reject the American re 
quest and suggest the United Na- 
tions Organization cope with the 
Palestine-Jewish problem. 


STRONG INDICTMENT 


The startling disclosures—in- 
cluding a damning indictment of 
Allied handling of the estimated 
100,000 Jews who survived the 
Nazis—were made in a report by 
Earl G. Harrison who was sent to 
Europe by the President on a spe- 
cial mission to investigate the con- 
ditions of displaced persons—es- 
pecially the Jews. 

The Harrison report was a re 
cital of horrid conditions under 

Gérmany’s Jews have been 
subjected ever since’ . 

They are stilt confined to con- 
centration camps—including the 
notorious Berger Belsen camp— 
and according to Harrison are still 
treated much as they were under 
the Germans. 


Harrison said that the Germans, 
by comparison, are fed, bet- 
ter clothed and better housed than 
the Jews who presumably were 
“liberated.” 


TROUBLE FORESEEN 


Harrison’s report, made in Au- 
gust but withheld from publica- 
tion until now, warned of trouble 
ahead unless immediate steps are 
taken to evacuate from Germany 
— Austria the Jews who wish toe 
eave. 


“Unless this action . . . is taken,” 
the report said, “substantial une 
official and unauthorized move- 
ments of people must be expected,

Compromise 


Pact Looms 
For Balkans 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—(4)—The 
Five-Power Council of Foreign 
Ministers held two sessions today, 
but there was no _ indication 
whether they had succeeded in 
breaking the deadlock on the Bal- 
kan issues. 

A compromise proposal on 
drawing the Balkan peace pacts 
was reliably reported to have been 
submitted by the American delega- 
tion. However, the ministers today 
were understood to have reviewed 
minutes of previous conversations, 
and considered material for inclu- 
sion in the adjournment commu- 
nique. 

The American plan was report- 
ed to have proposed the creation 
of subcommittees for the five-na- 
tion council to deal with specific 
treaties. Under this plan France 
and China, as Russia has insisted, 
would be omitted from the com- 
mittees on the Balkans. 


It became apparent that the 
ministers’ deputies would be giv- 
en the task of studying and mak- 
ing recommendations on many of 
the issues before the council. 

Among the important subjects 
already in the hands of the depu- 
ties are disposition of Italian colo- 
nies, internationalization of the 
port of Trieste and the Italy-Yugo- 
slav frontier dispute. 

The deputies will continue to 


work in London after the minis- 
ters go home. They will seek to 
‘iron out difficulties so the min- 
‘isters can tackle them again at 
their second session, probably in 
November.

The course, lasting 6 weeks for 
the instructors and 4 weeks for 
the NATS, is one of the most in- 
tensified in the Navy.

He doesn’t have to—his gadgets 
make his flying precise and his 
radio gear tell him where he is. 

His confidence in this respect is

The hardwood handle, also ad- 
justable, is offset about two and 
a quarter inches from the met- 
al frame. This permits the weight 
of the body to be placed on the 
wrists where it should: be, Wat- 
ters explained. 

Watters sent the design for his 
erutches to the National Inven- 
tors Council a subsidiary of the 
Demcartment of Commerce tn Wash- 
ingtom, D. C. The council! ap- 
proved the plan, made a photo- 
static copy of it, and offered the 
inventor financial assistance, 
which he declined.

Book Drive 
For Russia 
Starts Soon 


An opportunity for creating 
more good will than dollars could 
buy and for laying a personal 
stake in the postwar future will 
be shared by Greater Atlanta 
with the rest of the nation in 
the “Books for Russia,” classics 
campaign. Greater Atlanta’s local 
campaign will be conducted from 
Oct. 15 through Nov. 15. 

In requesting one million Eng- 
lish language books, the Russian 
commissar of education has vir- 
tually asked for the most effec- 
tive propaganda in behalf of de- 
mocracy that could be dreamed up 
by experts, and consequently in 
behalf of England, America and 
all English speaking nations, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Alex B. (Marel) 
Brown, Atlanta chairman of the 
committee. 

Pick up stations for contributed 
books will be distributed through- 
out Atlanta and the suburban com- 
munities, the exact locations to be 
announced shortly. 

NOT JUST ANY BUOK 

Books that are worthy of being 
shipped 8,000 miles to Russia, 
books carefully selected with an 
eye to the use to which they will 
be put, should be gleaned from At- 
lantans’ libraries. Not just any 
books. 

The established English lan- 
guage classics, as well as books up 
to the present day of classic qual- 
ity, will be acceptable—every- 
thing, in short, from Chaucer to 
Steinbeck, including fiction, non- 
fiction and poetry. Books definite- 
ly not wanted for this campaign of 
these types: Mysteries, text books, 
juvenile and fun books. Suggested 
American authors are Mark Twain, 
Sinclair Lewis, Pearl Buck, Ernest 
Hemingway. 

National chairman of the cam- 
paign is Bennett Cerf, of Random 
House publishers and author of 
the best-seller, “Try and Stop Me.” 

Mrs. Brown, emphasizing that 
this is not a campaign for money, 
but for books, either from your 
own library or purchased express- 
ly for the campaign, said: 

“The Russian people have asked 
the people of America for classic 
books to replace the millions of 
English language classics destroy- 
ed.in Russian libraries by the Ger- 
mans in their planned campaign to 
obliterate even the germ of a cul- 

ural renaissance.” 
ENGLISH SPOKEN 

Fred Myers, national executive 
director of Russian Relief who was 
in Atlanta last week, told the At- 
lanta Books for Russia committee 
of the significance of the fact that 
the Russian people themselves 
asked for one million English-lan- 
guage books from America. 

“We cabled the commissar of 
education for amplification of the 
request,” Myers explained to the 
committee. “He tells us the Eng- 
lish language is a required subject 
in all Russian schools from lower 
grades through the universities. 
That has been their educational 
program during the Soviet regime. 

_ Consequently all Russian people 
up to middle life speak English. 

“Their grammar,” he laughed, 
“is much better than ours, al- 
though the pronunciation sounds 
foreign. 

“At present there are long lines | 
of Russian people of all types— 
even in rural villages—-asking for 
English books. Many have to sign 
up for books on a waiting list six 
months ahead.

A marsh- 
mallow is then encased in this 
goodie, or, to put it more clearly, 
the goodie is wrapped around the 
marshmallow, after which it is 
gentiy rolled either in chopped 
nuts or cocoanut meat. From here 
on, the process is simple; the unit, 
now about the size of a large cro- 
quette, is dropped into very hot 
deep fat and cooked for just a mo- 
ment or two. 

We come now to grated sweet 
potato pudding, regarded in some 
parts as a cure for any ailment. 
To a grated sweet potato are add- 
ed sorghum or cane syrup, butter, 
beaten eggs, spices, raisins, nuts 
end few drops of milk. The ingre- 
dients are then put into a covered 
iron skillet over a low fire. Fre- 
Guent stirrings prevent burning. 
Served hot at supper, it fortifies 
the flesh against the dews and 
damp of evening, and prepares 
the mind for slumber.

ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 29.—Cotton production methods are on the eve 
of drastic and far-reaching changes, E. C. Westbrook, cotton specialist 
of the Georgia Agricultural Extension Service, declared today, pointing 
out that “we are at the beginning of an extensive shift to mechanized 
production of cotton and other crops.” 


IMPROVED METHODS 


He continued that the one man, 
one mule, one furrow method, ex- 
cept for special cases, will soon be 
a thing of the past. “Cotton farm- 
ers are faced with the immediate 
necessity of greatly reducing cost 
of production. Profits will be in- 
creased or maintained in propor- 
tion to production costs. The fu- 
_ture of cotton as a major source of 
‘income in the south will depend 
‘largely on how successful farmers 
are in lowering the cost of pro- 
duction.” 

A new bulletin, “Modernizing 
Cotton Production in Georgia,” 
prepared by Westbrook, is now 
available from county agricultural 
agents throughout the state. The 
bulletin describes ways in which 
‘machinery can be used on Georgia 
‘farms to lower the cost of cotton 
production.

SAVAGE’S FINDINGS 

“We have made a study of the 
pertinent facts and the law appli- 
cable thereto concerning the sta- 
tus of the Atlanta Gas Light Com- 
pany and we advise you as fol- 
lows: 

“1. The original franchise of 
the Atlanta Gas Light Company 
Was granted by an act of the leg- 
islature in 1856. This charter and 
franchise have been amended sev- 
eral times in various particulars, 
the last amendment having been 
obtained in 1929. 

“2. It is our opinion that the 
Atlanta Gas Light Company has 
no right under its charter of 1856, 
nor any amendment thereto, to 
conduct its business as it is now 
conducted and as it has been con- 
Gucted for a number of years, 
without first having obtained a 
franchise from the City of Atlanta 
upon such terms as might be mu- 
tually agreeable. 

“3. We recommend that the

“4. We further recommend that 
the city attorney be authorized to

upon terms agreeable to the city 
of Atlanta, or that it discontinue 
its business in the city of Atlanta,

“5S We further recommend that 
in the event the Atlanta Gas 
Light Company should fail or re 
fuse to pay to the city of Atlanta 
a reasonable sum in consideration 
of the privileges which it has here- 
tofore enjoyed without cost, and, 
or, should fail or refuse to enter 
into an agreement for the grant- 
ing of a franchise and the pay- 
ment therefor agreeable to the city 
of Atlanta, that the city attorney 
be authorized to institute and 
prosecute to a conclusion such 
complaint or complaints as he 
may deem proper in order to pro- 
tect the city of Atlanta as to any 
end al! rights which it has or may 
hereafter have in the premises. 

“If the Atlanta Gas Light Com- 

any should pay to the city of At- 
seed a percentage of its gross re- 
ceipts on the same basis and at 
the same rate that the Georgia 
Power Company pays for its fran- 
chise. the same would amount to 
approximately $150,000 per year, 
which we place as the minimum 
gnnual value of the franchise.”

“Those in charge of aviation 
matters in Atlanta are aware of 
the city’s future destiny. You can 
look forward with assurance to

TOKYO, Sunday, Sept. 30.—(UP)—Japan reported today that four- 
fifths of the two and one-quarter million men of its crack army, which 
a month ago stood fanatically ready to resist invasion to the death, 
had laid down their arms and returned to civilian life.

“I never felt as much a min- 
ister as I did while overseas,” the 
chaplain explained.

not only a minister to those men, 
I was a buddy, too. I was father 
and mother and brother and sis- 
ter. They used to come and sit 
in my foxhole just to talk. They 
seemed to feel better when I was 
around. Not that they were afraid 
but they just liked to see that lit- 
tle silver cross. 

“They were almost sure they 
would not come out of the cam- 
paign alive, but they weren’t 
afraid of dying.

With rare insight and under- 
standing, he gave the prospective | 
home the rather unusual name: | 
“Home for the Useful.” 


PLANS PREPARED 

Tentative plans were repared | 
by the minister, the Rev. Pronk H. | 
McElroy, and presented to his | 
presbytery in December, 1943. The | 
plan was approved and the project 
was commended by presbytery to 
the churches for contributions. 

The home wasn’t to be started 
until at least 40 acres of land were 
secured and $15,000 was in hand: 

The commissioners of Quitman 
and those of Brooks county ap- 
propriated $3,000 for the purchase 
of a site located just outside Quit- 
man. No buildings have as yet 
been erected, although $20,500 
(cash and pledges) is now in the 
hands of the treasurer, C, H. 
Smith Jr., of Albany. 

At the meeting of the synod of 
Georgia, held early this month in 
Atlanta, the plans and purposes of 
the proposed home were presented 
by Mr. McElroy. 


COMMITTEE NAMED 

Though much interest was. 
shown, synod did not feel that it 
was informed fully enough to go 
on record indorsing the home, but 
appointed an “ad interim commit- 
tee” to study the matter and to 
make recommendations at a later

‘Presbyterians always proceed 
cautiously on new projects. Mr. 
McElroy expects to present his 
plans at the meeting of the synod 
of Florida, which meets in -Talla- 
hassee on Oct. 18, and secure simi- 
lar action. 

Even though the synod has not 
as yet formally acted on the pro- 
posal, Mr. Elroy, having secured 


the approval of presbytery, is at 
liberty to raise funds where possi- 
ble from Presbyterians, and oth- 
ers, throughout the state.

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Intelligent Men Progress by Compromise 


The wave of strikes that has struck this 
country in the past few weeks shows little 
sign of abatement, while daily we read of 
new industrial areas swept into the labor- 
management struggle. 


John L. Lewis and his United Mine 
Workers are the latest to threaten walk- 
outs. Adding to the already critical indus- 
trial picture, former CIO Czar Lewis has 
seized this opportunity to demand union- 
ization of mine foremen. 


Well does Lewis realize that the nation 
can not stand any halt in the production 
of coal at this crucial moment in our re- 
conversion efforts. 


Already the effect of the strikes in a va- 
rietv of industries is being felt all over the 
country. Already the plague is sufficient- 
ly widespread to bring very real peril to 
the task of reconversion of industry from 
war needs to those of peace. A coal shut- 
down at this time would be the final straw. 


A new and little considered angle is re- 
vealed, however, by Secretary Ickes, when 
he tells us that the strikers in the oil in- 
dustry are not only endangering the early 
return to these shores of tens of thousands 
of Army and Navy men in foreign service, 
but are actually endangering the military 
and naval strength of the United States 
and thus impeding the enforcement of 
peace upon our defeated enemies. 


Such a charge, if true, makes the action 
of the oil industry strikers indefensible, 
regardless of the justice, or otherwise, of 
their demands. 


The strikers have, in most instances, 
demanded 30 per cent increase in pay 


rates. This is intended to leave their week- 
ly pay envelopes holding the same total of 
dollars as they received during wartime 
with overtime pay. 


There is, as always, argument to be 
made in support of the strikers’ demands. 
There is, as always, argument to be made 
on the side of industry. 


There will be, inevitably, a rise in the 
cost of living for us all, if the higher pay 
demands are met. Always, in one form 
or another, higher costs are, ultimately, 
paid by the consumer. Thus the undesir- 
able cycle of inflation gains impetus. 
Higher pay—higher prices—increased liv- 
ing cost—demands for still higher pay. 


The only answer to the problem is one 
of compromise. Both sides, labor and 
management, must be willing to meet the 
other half way. 


Labor sees in its demands an effort for 
progress in human life, by raising the 
standards of living. Management sees in 
the strikes an impediment to progress, as 
they slow down or halt the reconversion 
march. 


Progress, in all human affairs where 
conflicting interests or theories meet, :is 
achieved through compromise. Intelligent 
men are never stubborn, for common sense 
knows that inflexibility invites collapse. 


The nation’s labor troubles can be solv- 
ed if both sides are willing to arbitrate, to 
give and to take, to accept a reasonable 
compromise. Only so can the very real 
danger which now threatens the economic 
structure of this country—hence of the 
world—be averted. 


Push the State Park Program 


Gov. Ellis Arnall has again given im- 
petus to Georgia’s lagging pdrk program. 


He has urged state park authorities to 
endeavor to secure federal funds with 
which to expand recreational facilities. 
And he has made the very sensible sug- 
gestion that they seek to obtain housing 
units from Army installations shortly to 
be dismantled. These houses, says Ar- 
nall, could be moved to strategic locations 
in Georgia’s park system, thereby increas- 
ing the accommodations for vacationers. 

“From now on our recreation is going 
to be constantly more important to our 
people and we must do all in our power 
to develop our park system,” Arnall wrote 
Park Director Ward Harrisop. “I know 
that you are working constantly in this 
direction and this is merely a note of en- 
couragement to urge that you redouble

They look at one another real worried like and raise their 
eyebrows and wonder what Harry means by all this. 

The truth is, I think, that Harry Truman, like a lot of other 
presidents, is discovering that congress, like an old ham Shake- 
speare comedian player, always wants to play Hamlet. Congress 
wants to be president and a lot of presidents want to be congress. 


The founding fathers were pretty smart, sepa- 
Pretty Smart rating things as they did. But of all the stupid 
philosophies is that one which says that a president ought to “go 
along” with congress. Any president who tries that will find his 
nose in the wringer. A president has got to lead and direct and 
shake his finger in the face of things. The constitution requires 
this of him and if you don’t believe that, I refer you to the con- 
stitution itself wherein it specifically states the president is by law 
required to initiate and suggest and lead and recommend and 
direct to congress. Any president who tries to be a nice fellow 
with congress is going to be left out on a limb. Congress eats 
such presidents alive, hardly sprinkling them with salt and pepper. 
Congress rapidly loses respect for such presidents and ends up 
regarding him as a sniveling Dora for all his high office. 


Maybe Harry Truman is just finding this out. But they do 
say that at his meeting the other day he was indignant and tough 
and told the boys they had let him down. I don’t pretend to have 
any knowledge about how and where Harry S. Truman is going 
in this dealing with congress. But he is finding out that either 
he or congress has got to be president. Of all the false ideas the 
worst one is that a president has got to give in to congress. I don’t 
at all mean there shouldn’t be complete co-operation and a friendly 
spirit. But this country of ours is a peculiar one and its laws re- 
quire complete separation of the three departments, the executive, 
the legislative and the judiciary. And the president must lead

The unusual thing about the whole labor picture of strikes 
is that ordinary good Americans are so led as to set down a hard 
and fast decision and say this is what we will have and to hell 
with all other Americans. We don’t debate about it or arbitrate 
or argue. And all the while the vast majority of patient Americans 
go along worried and troubled because they don’t understand. 
You can see this here as a pretty honest congress, composed of 
average men, tries to reconcile the bitter feelings of bitter men who 
see only their side of the argument and won’t admit the other 
fellow has a side.

Maybe the Ancients 
Split the Atom, Too 


We speak of prehistoric times, meaning those 
periods in earth’s story so far in the distant past 
there remains today no known record written 

on parchment, on stone or on any medium for the transmission of 
human ideas. 

We cannot say for certain there was no history recorded in those 
ancient days. All we know is there is none left for us of today 
to read. It may be such records were kept, but perished with the 
peoples who kept them. 

Before our own age discovered the various means of recording, 
from one century to the next, the story of mankind and the earth 
he inhabits, events of the past were remembered by means of the 
stories told or sung by the minstrels or professional story tellers. 
These, inevitably, changed in the telling, as the years went on. 
Today many of them exist only as fragmentary, unauthenticated 
items of mythology. Dim rumors, as it were, from a past we 
have forgotten, rumors which may or may not be founded on 
ancient facts. 

The only means we have of reading the story of prehistoric days 
is through the geologic record imbedded in the strata of the rocks, 
or in the fragments of lost but material civilizations found and 


studied by archeologists. 

- Through the centuries there have per- 
The Lost Continent sisted stories of a great continent, At- 
lantis, which is said to have once existed in what is now the South 
Atlantic ocean, with its eastern shores not far from western Eu- 
rope. Some say, even, that Atlantis was an extension of Europe 
or Asia. And the story goes that a great civilization flourished on 
Atlantis. The continent, and all its people, perished, according to 
the story, by sinking beneath the surface of the ocean in a tre- 
mendous cataclysm of nature. Some say it was this same shift in 
the surface of earth that caused the waters to flow out of northern 
Africa,@eaving the barren and dry Sahara desert we know. 

In any event, it is said that a few isolated rocks and shoals in 
the Atlantic ocean are the remnants, today, of what was once a 
rich and proud land, with a civilization far advanced in culture 
and in science. 

Homer, Horace and some others of the ancient writers speak of 
such a place. It is thought by some students their references to 
the Hesperides and to the Elysian Fields, the abodes of the blessed, 
mean Atlantis. Geologists have proven the coast of western Eu- 
rope in distant prehistoric times did run farther in the direction of 
America than it does now. ) 

Plato speaks of Atlantis, and of other islands, in his ‘“Timaeus” 
and “Critias,”’ but modern scholars disagree as to whether this was 
real tradition, in Plato’s time, or pure invention. 

When Lord Bacon sketched his imaginary ideal commonwealth 
he called it “The New Atlantis.” 
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. Today in America, farther west than the site 
Atomic Power of that ancient Atlantis, whether fact or fable, 
we have successfully split the atom, thus releasing a power so 
terrible in potentiality we are frightened at the possible results of 
use of that power. 

We have used that power, so far, in only one manner. As a 
weapon of war. Its destructive effect is so terrific, two bombs 
were sufficient to bring Japan to her knees in abject capitulation. 

There is no limit to the destruction potential inherent in the 
splitting of the atom. It could, we know, destroy the entire earth 
as a human dwelling place, erasing man, the strutting little pest, 
from existence. 

The race now on is to decide whether man, in his blind hatreds 
and rivalries, shall commit world suicide by the instrument fate 
has placed in his hands, or whether man’s reason shall prove stronger 
than his emotions and prevail upon him to stay his suicidal hand. 

And the wonder comes, did scientists of the lost Atlantis learn 
how to split the atom, so long ago the very rumor of the exist- 
ence of their continent has become but a faint myth from a dream 
world of eons past? 

Will, some day, America loose this awful power and .will 
this continent become but a sere and parched desert, or disap- 
pear from the sight of remaining man? Will the people of some 
future civilization discuss and wonder and, for the most part, 
disbelieve the mythology that hints there was, once, a lost conti- 
nent which was known to primitive men of the Christian era as 
“America”?

Religion, like poetry, refuses to 
accept as final the testimony of 
the five senses. It has the poetic 
insight. It does not strive to ig- 
nore or overlook the world of the 
five senses, but seeks by looking 
into these things which can be seen 
and touched to 


valuable in themselves, but only 
represent values. Things have a 
meaning beneath the surface of 
sight and touch. What the practi- 
cal man calls the wealth and the 
good of life has no lasting good in 
itself, but only represents a good 
which may be. It holds that gen- 
uine success is to discover what 
that good is. So religion does not 
bid men to cease accumulating 
things—digging in the earth and 
making machines—but insists that 
they recognize that things are not 
an end within themselves, but 
only a means to a higher end. 

Religion proclaims that there is 
an intangible and invisible world 
which is the real world. Here are 
the specifications. It is the world 
of honor and truth, of confidences 
and comradeships, of knowledge 
and beauty, of loyalties and love. 
It insists that things which can be 
weighed and measured are only 
valuable as they become the serv- 
ants of these spiritual ideas. 

This spiritual insight reveals 
this world as a God-world. The 
meaning which it finds back of all 
is God. It gladly welcomes the tes- 
timony which comes from every 
realm of experience, and then 
seeks to interpret it. So religion 
interprets the testimony of astron- 
omy, “the heavens declare the 
glory of God.” To the botanists 
it says, “God does so clothe the 
lily,” and to the geologist it re- 
sponds, “There are sermons in 
stones and books in running 
brooks.” 

So far from this viewpoint being 
impractical, it is a man’s protec- 
tion and redemption in a material 
world. The five senses reveal a 
world of destruction and death. No 
house nor fortress has ever been 
built so strong as to keep out sor- 
row, pain and disappointment. No 
wealth accumulated in barns or 
banks is immune from thieves and 
rust. There is no refuge nor 
strength in the five senses. But a 
faith that love is at the heart of 
the universe is an impregnable 
fortress. 

There come experiences in every 
life when one desperately needs a 
haven from the pressure of sorrow 
and disappointment. For a time 
he must dwell within the con- 
sciousness of God’s nearness. He 
must not stay there. He must go 


problems and bear burdens. But 
‘he will go stronger in body and 
clearer in mind because of this ref- 
uge and strength. 

But religion is vastly more than 
an escape from the material world. 
It is the means by which we may 
master that world. It is more than 
not to serve mammon, it is nothing 
less than to make mammon serve 
God. With faith that the God of 
love is the creator of all things, 
we may learn from Him to make 
all things with which we work 
express the beautiful, the true and 
the good.

Democracy Bill Goes 
To Georgia Senate 


That bill to prevent a minority candidate from 

ever again being forced upon the people as a 

public official will be introduced in the general 

assembly in January, with a fair chance of passing. Without de- 

stroying the county unit system, this measure strengthens the pop- 

ular vote requirement so that when a person is elected to a state 

house office you will know he is truly the people’s choice—and did 
not slip through in a split field. 


The measure will require a person to obtain the majority of 
popular votes in a county before he can have that county’s unit 
votes. If there are three or four men running for governor, one of 
them must receive 51 per cent of a county’s votes before taking the 
unit votes in this county under the proposal. If no one candidate 
gets this majority, a runover must be held between the two top 
ranking aspirants. 

In the legislative session last spring, House Speaker Roy Harris 
presented such a bill. Then he went before a house committee and 
killed his own proposal. Some said he did so because the measure 
had been publicized as a weapon to obliviate former Gov. Talmadge, 
who capitalized on running in a wide open field of candidates when 
he was at his height as a political power. Harris, it seemed, thought 
such a bill might be considered undye persecution of an already de- 
feated governor, and he feared it might backfire on him in his 
probable race for governor next year. If such a law were in exist- 
ence, any number of progressive candidates could run on their own 
merits without too much fear that they would split the electorate 
so as to let in a reactionary. 


Although the bill was killed in house commit- 
Watch Senate tee last spring, it won favorable reaction among 
legislators and people from various parts of the state. It is reported 
that the measure will be introduced in January—in the senate this 
time. Its sponsors will label the measure as a guarantee of true 
democracy at the polls, where the man who gets the popular votes 
of the people wins their county unit vote. It will not be aimed at 
any particular political figure, they say, because it cannot hurt 
anyone whom the people are supporting, and cannot help anyone 
whom the people are against.

VICTORY CHRISTMAS. Not all 
the men who won peace for Christ- 
mas 1945 in the U.S.A. can get home. 
They'll be celebrating their first post- 
war Christmas all the way from Ber- 
lin to Tokyo. It’s important to get 
your packages off to them at once. 


THE RULES. Mailing dates are the 
same for soldiers and sailors stationed 
overseas — from September 15th to 
October 15th. 

The gift box must not exceed 5 
pounds in weight; it should be only 
15 inches in length and not more than 
36 inches in length and girth com- 
bined. Boxes of metal, wood, solid 
fiber board or strong double-faced 
corrugated fiber board should be used. 
Tie boxes securely with heavy twine. 

Your serviceman’s address should 
be printed or typed directly on the

wrapping paper. Don’t use labels — 
they may come off. The address should 
include full name, rank, Army or 
Navy serial number, branch and or- 
ganization, Naval number or name of 
ship, the A.P.O. or the F.P.O. number 
and post office which will handle the 
mail. As added protection, in case the 
wrapping paper should come off, 
write name and address of both send- 
er and receiver again on a separate 
sheet of paper and enclose it inside 
the package, with a list of contents.

Flying this little Alaskan 
system is a tough job. But 
Pilot Jim Dodson thinks it’s 


a lot easier than working... 


so \ (he DELIVER everything,’ says Pilot 
Jim Dodson, “‘even babies.”’ 

Dodson, who operates a busy air service 
out of Fairbanks, Alaska, is not kidding. Two 
children have been born aloft in his single- 
motor Stinson. He answered the emergency 
radio calls as fast as he could, rushing their 
mothers from far outposts to the hospital. 
But not fast enough. 

The first time, he had a nurse on * ard to 
help. But the second aerial dei. Y 
rugged. Dodson was all alon: 
plane with Mrs. Hilbert Olsen wi 
her daughter. They were roaring a 
night snowfall early this year when sii «xicked 
the side of the cockpit. ‘“The baby’s coming!” 
she cried. Fortunately, Dodson is a married 
man and a father. Calmly controlling the 
ship with one hand, he helped her as best he 
could with the other. Mother and child did 
fine. 

With Him It’s Business 


He’s a handsome, ruddy-cheeked man, Jim 
Dodson. He wears a green whipcord suit and 
jockey cap, talks briskly, moves fast, looks 
a lot younger than his 43 years. He’s had some 
strange adventures, but brush flying, to him, 
is no stunt. It’s strictly business. 

He and his staff sell more than $150,000 
worth of transportation a year. It’s a small 
outfit: three brightly painted Stinson Reli- 
ants. He wants it that way. 

Grizzled Charley Peters can tell you what 
the Jim Dodson Air Service means. Peters 
had done some prospecting at the head of the 
Salcha River in 1910. It had been a likely 
spot, and in 1940 he decided to return. 

“Can you land there?”’ he asked Dodson. 

“I've never done it,”” Dodson said, “but 


there’s only one way to find out. We’ll try.” 

Eight exhausting days, it had taken Peters 
the last time, breaking trail through winter 
woods by dogteam. Dodson loaded the miner 
and his outfit into a skiplane and slid through 
the sky for only 28 minutes. 

‘““‘There’s the place!’ Peters said. 

Dodson circled, studying the surface of a

No one appreciates an airplane like a fellow 
out in the wilds. Some call for Dodson by 
radio. Others send their messages to the near- 
es* town by boat or dogteam. Sometimes a 
one trapper hacks spruce boughs and lays big

letters in the snow so the pilot thundering 
overhead may read them: 

No grub! Help! Land! 

One, weary of the meat shortage, took a 
paintbrush and splashed rebellion on the 
roof of his shed: No more salami! 

Over the hills and far away — that’s Dod- 
son’s daily routine. I went along, one spring 
morning, to watch it. For more than an hour 
a weird land slid beneath us, a maze of dark 
woods, splotched with white lakes and cut 
with icy rivers. 

“Like another world,”’ I ventured. 

He laughed. It was Main Street to him. 

Ophir, our first stop, was just a scatter of 
log houses — but a proud American town. 
The whole rough-clad population — 30, all

told — came trudging toward our airplane. 

“Hi, Jimmy,” they called. “You got my 
radio tube?”’ Or, “Any eggs today?” 

Everywhere it was like this as we served 
the settlements. An oldtimer would give 
Dodson a set of false teeth to be vulcanized. 
A young mother would order baby food. 

“It’s tough flying,”’ Dodson wisecracked, 
‘but it’s lots easier than working.”’ 

Tough is a mild word for it, yet Dodson 
has no use for heroics. The brush pilots of 
Alaska, cheerful, matter-of-fact men, dislike 
exaggerated publicity. Stories about “mercy 
flights’”’ through “howling blizzards” espe- 
cially annoy them. 


Gag About ‘‘Mercy Flights’’ 


‘*Boys,” I heard one shout, as he taxied 
mockingly past his hangar one calm, bright 
morning, “Have you got the serum? I’m 
going through!’’ The gag was popular. But 
most of these intrepid flyers, Dodson includ- 
ed, have saved human life. 

Dodson has the reputation of being one of 
the canniest pilots in Alaska. He’s cagey with 
the weather, knows how to play the edge. 
But sometimes he gets caught. 

Once, caught-.in a blizzard, he was forced 
down in the wilds with Mrs. Chris Beck- 
man and her infant son only 10 days old. 
They were marooned four days. But Dodson 
always carries a stock of rations for emer- 
gencies like this. He reassured the mother 
and held her baby in his coat. It slept 
better in his arms, she says, than in 
hers. 

Much of Dodson’s flying is as routine as 
American Airlines’. In the summer gold- 
mining season he makes runs twice a week, 
on schedule, priding himself on promptness. 

Without airports, this takes some doing. 
If landing conditions are too poor, he drops 
his loads from the sky, swooping low. 

Once he dropped out a package of mail. 
The string broke. Letters fluttered through 
the woods like a flock of ptarmigan. People 
spent days hunting for them. 

Another time he dropped a hunk of pork 
to the Midnight Mine — and it bounced right 
up onto the chopping block. 

For his trips to the brush Dodson charges 
high rates. A passenger pays $50 for a three- 
hour flight. Freight costs 24 cents a pound 
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FREIGHTER: Almost any type cargo goes in this line, from potatoes to dogs 


for a 375-mile haul. But his operating ex- 
penses are steep. And he insists that the 
equipment be kept in top shape at all times. 
*“‘No use saving on that in this country. It’s 
too far to walk home.”’ In nine years he has 
had no engine failure. 

Traffic management of the Jim Dodson 
Air Service is slick — and complicated. He 
plans trips carefully, aiming for a full load. 
Nothing is hit or miss. 

Like most of Alaska’s pilots, Dodson is not 
Alaskan by birth. He grew up in Philadelphia. 
When he was a boy he decided he liked rugged 
country. He headed west on a motorcycle, 
worked his way through the University of 
Washington, was graduated in forestry. He 
put in a year as a ranger, fighting fires. Then 
he joined the Naval Reserve, served some 
time with the fleet, and learned to fly. In 1930 
he struck north to Alaska because he heard 
that the northland was a land of opportunity. 


It has been — for him. But he does not 
take all the credit for this. The Jim Dodson 
Air Service is a family outfit. To see why it 
clicks you must meet Mrs. Dodson, a former 
New York girl, who is both charming and 
sophisticated. She keeps busy running the 
airline office at home. She helped him build 
the business while she was keeping house and 
raising their nine-year-old twin sons. 


Telephones Ring, Radio Crackles 


In HER modern, fluffy-curtained kitchen a 
big map of Alaska hangs above the breakfast 
nook. There is a calendar on which she marks 
the dates of Dodson’s wilderness appoint- 
ments. Two telephones, by the sink, are 
usually ringing. And a radio receiver crackles 
with reports of his progress through the sky. 

Mrs. Dodson keeps the books and shops for 
customers. She runs an annex for passengers 
who cannot get hotel rooms. Each night, no 
matter how late her husband returns, she has 
a hot meal waiting and drives to the field to 
meet him. 


The Dodsons live well in Alaska. Their 
parlor, with its peppermint-striped uphol- 
stery, flowering plants, piano and shelves 
of good books, has all the distinction of a 
smart city apartment. And it’s just a Sunday 
afternoon “‘drive’’ to mirror-still lakes that 
teem with trout. 

The twins, who have already spent 300 
hours in the air, build model planes, help 
around the hangar. 


Competition is Keen 


THere is opportunity in the brush flying 
game in Alaska. Judging from the letters 
pouring in to Dodson, plenty of ex-service- 
men pilots are thinking of giving it a try. 
Some may succeed. But it will not be easy. 
The northland has more than two dozen air 
services and competition is keen. The flying 
is special. Although Alaska now has thou- 
sands of miles of safe airways developed dur- 
ing the war, they link only the major towns. 
The airman who would serve the scat- 
tered settlements must navigate without 


radio aids strictly ‘‘by the seat of his 


pants.’’ More than one experienced pilot 
from the States has failed at it. 

When the Dodsons say, “Our customers 
are our friends,”’ it’s more than a slogan. 
Alaskans like them and trust them. Some- 
times Jim hauls as much as $65,000 worth of 
gold dust and keeps it overnight. Miners and 
trappers send blank checks with their orders 
and Mrs. Dodson fills them in. The Dodsons 
never gossip, but they know the most inti- 
mate details of the people’s lives. 

Once, a trapper at the village of Fort Yukor 
ordered a wedding ring and a plane load o 
liquor, Dodson arrived with this gala freigh 
on the appointed day. The trapper met hir 
with a long, sheepish face. ‘“‘Gosh, Jimmy, 
can’t use that stuff. Looks like I’m not gittir 
married after all.”’ 

Dodson hesitated. Then another trapper 
spoke up. 

“You got the liquor? You got the ring? 
Okay, Jimmy, you can switch the order to 
me.” 

Fort Yukon had its wedding after all. Dod- 
son was best man. He kissed the bride, 
climbed into his plane, and flew on for a 
load of beaver. 

“‘Reach the people,” he says, with a warm 
grin. ““That’s all it is. Nothing dramatic 
about it. We just reach the people.”

you're an average radio listener, when you 
hear the wild storm of mirth which sweeps a 
comic star to the microphone as the show 
opens. What you have heard was the cli- 
max of the “warm-up.” 

Radio comedians consider the studio 
warm-up highly important. It puts the show 
on the air in a suitable atmosphere of gaiety. 
After a hilarious warm-up the studio audi- 
ence is more responsive, laughs longer and 
louder during the show. This is supposed 
to put you in the mood to laugh — well, 
chuckle, anyway — as you sit listening. 

Jack Benny plays an off-key solo, usually 
“Love in Bloom,” on the violin for his 
warm-up. The members of the orchestra 
toss nickels and dimes at him. Benny drops 
on his hands and knees and scrambles 
for the money while the audience 
howls — the laughter you hear as the 
Benny show comes on the air. . 

Ralph Edwards, of “Truth or Conse- 
quences,’’ puts on a holocaust of zany acts. 
Most of them are corny, but the cumulative 
effect gets people laughing uproariously.

— strolls up and stands beside Edwards, 
who looks at the mask, but shows no reac- 
tion and goes on about his business. 

Then the man takes off the mask. 
Edwards looks up, jumps, lets out a blood- 
curdling scream.

When the time arrives, he nervously gives 
the cue — and his watch slips out of his 
hand and crashes on the floor. That’s what 
causes the gale of merriment that 
greets the radio listeners at the start 
of the program.

Herb Stuffing 
2 cups shredded dry bread crumbs 
1 teaspoon crumbled sweet mar- 
joram 
1 teaspoon thyme 
2 large onions, minced 
\4 cup butter or margarine, 
melted 
Salt and pepper 
Combine crumbs, herbs and but- 
ter. If necessary add \% cup hot. 
water for moisture. Add salt and 
pepper to taste. Yield: 8 cups. 
Coffee Jelly 
1 tablespoon gelatin ._ 
4 cup cold coffee . 3 
2 cups strong hot coffee 
4 cup sugar 
Dash of salt 
4 teaspoon vanilla 
Soak gelatin five minutes in 4 
cup cold coffee. Add hot coffee, stir- 
ring until dissolved. Stir in sugar 
and salt and flavor with vanilla. 
Pour into mold and chill until firm. 
Unmold and serve mantled with 
custard sauce. Yield: 4 servings. 


Custard Sauce 

2 egg yolks, slightly beaten 

4 cup sugar 

%% teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons flour 

1 cup milk, scalded 

4 teaspoon vanilla 

Combine egg yolks, sugar, salt 
and flour. Add milk slowly, stirring 
until well mixed. Cook over hot 
water, stirring constantly until mix- 
ture coats spoon. Add vanilla. 
Approximate yield: 1 cup.

DVICE on business etiquette has 
been directed too much toward 
improving “‘the perfect secretary.”’ 
It is high time to say something 
about etiquette for an employer. 
This was made plain to me by a 
group of secretaries who sent me 
this letter: 

“‘We are appealing to you to help 
us put over our side of office eti- 
quette. We’re really terribly sick of 
advice on what ‘the perfect secre- 
tary’ should be. 

“Business college and personnel 
directors have coached us thorough- 
ly; hundreds of articles have been 
written on the subject — some of 
them -yours— but never a word 
about the employer who many times 
puts us in embarrassing situations. 
If only someone would tell him what 
not to do!”’ 

A well-trained business girl has 
had it “‘drummed into her’ that 
accepting the invitation of an execu- 


tive to lunch or dine is not the way -; 


to get ahead. You, therefore, put 
her in an awkward spot when you 
say, “‘Miss Jones, will you come to 
lunch with me?’ 


Hard to Refuse 


Ir 1s hard for her to refuse with- 
out feeling that you will think she is 
putting too personal a construction 
on a casual impulse — possibly a 
kind one — to make a new girl feel 
welcome. Or, it may be “that you 
simply dislike eating by yourself. 

Miss Jones may not misunder- 
stand your motive but preserving 
good feelings among your employ- 
ees is up to you.

SoMETIMES an employer wastes 
hours with idle telephone conversa- 
tions or unreasonably long lunch 
hours and then calls his secretary 
to account for her slowness in get- 
ting out rush letters.

To the young employer, conceit- 
edly flirting with his secretary, I 
have nothing to say except that he 
is annoying at least, impertinent at 
worst. She is more often embar- 
rassed than amused by him.
